WHEN HIKING THROUGH THE Fores, RIGHT MINDED FEOPLE STOF TO SMOKE

BETZEEN THE FINGERS. TOBACCO BUTTS ANE CAREFULLY DEPOSITED IN WATER OR

LOG, NEAR BRUSH OR IN THE LEAF LITTER CARPETING THE FOREST FLOOR. Omy 
DEAD WINDTHROWN TREES ARE USED FOR FUEL, WHENEVER FOSSIBLE THEY PREFER TO 
USE THE ISPROVED FOREST CAMPS WHERE FIREPLACES AND FIREWOOD IS FROVIDED. 

A CAMPFIRE IS NEVER LEFT, EV:N TEMPORARILY, UNLESS IT HAS BEEN 

DRENCHED WITH WATER AND STIRRED UNTIL THE LAST SYARK Is ovT. WHERE “DRY 
CAMPS" ARE NECESSARY THE CAMPFIRE IS FUT OUT BY LIXING AND STIRRING EARTH 
WITH THE COALS AND TREADING IT DOWN UNTIL PACKED TIGHT OV=R AND AROUND THE 
FIRE.
